AROUND 100 empty coun¬ 
cil homes will be brought 
back into use in Dudley as 
part of a £2.5 million invest¬ 
ment that will ease the bor¬ 
ough’s 11-month waiting list 
for houses. 

There are around 120 
council-owned houses in the 
borough standing empty and 
need extensive work to bring 
them up to standard. 

Council bosses have now 
announced the authority 
will fund major repairs so 
they can house tenants. 

The work will be funded 
with £2.5m saved in the 
council’s housing revenue 
budget and council bosses 
hope to revamp as many as 
possible this year. 

Dudley has 23,000 council 
homes and there are cur¬ 
rently 6,687 people on the 
waiting list for a property. 
The average waiting time for 
a home is 11 months. 

Councillor Khurshid 
Ahmed, said: “More work 
will be taking place over this 
issue in the future but at the 
present time this £2.5m will 
be used to return these 
empty houses to use. 

“At the moment there are 
approximately 120 council 
houses in the borough which 
are not in use. This will help 
us to carry out the work 
needed at these properties 
so they can be of benefit once 
again. Bringing these prop¬ 
erties back into use will help 
to ease waiting lists and get 
people back into homes.”

DUDLEY’S new police chief has pledged 
officers will be “relentless” in their pursuit 
of criminals with anti-social behaviour, 
metal thefts and domestic abuse high¬ 
lighted as priority areas. 

Chief Superintendent Stuart Johnson 
has been appointed commander of the bor¬ 
ough’s policing unit with responsibility for 
Dudley, Stourbridge and Halesowen. He 
replaces Keith Baldwin who retired after 
completing 30 years with the force. Mr 
Johnson had previously served as Mr Bald¬ 
win’s deputy. He said the main aim was to 
continue the unit’s record in crime reduc¬ 
tion and a high standard of service. 

Mr Johnson identified priority areas 
which would bring down crime figures in 
the borough even further. 

He said tackling anti-social behaviour in 
all parts was vital as was the continuing 
issue of metal thefts which has plagued the 
region. Mr Johnson said there would also be 
a focus on tackling domestic abuse. 

“Although the team is performing 
extremely well in cutting crime rates I 
believe there is still room for improvement 
in terms of antisocial behaviour,” he said. 

“This is something which affects and is of 
concern to communities and is one of the 
areas I intend to make a priority.” 

Mr Johnson said the Black Country as a 
whole had experienced problems with metal 
thefts and the Dudley was no exception.

“Halesowen by the Sea is not taking 
place this year as our resources have been 
focused on the Diamond Jubilee celebra¬ 
tions and the Olympic Torch relay in 
recent months. 

“We only have a limited budget in which 
to stage events. It obviously costs money to 
stage events such as the jubilee celebra¬ 
tions and the torch relay. Also if staff are 
employed to help organise or stage the 
events that too costs money. 

“We are certainly not saying the event 
will not take place next year.

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Crime's a 
washout 
say police 

WET WEATHER helped cut 
the number of crimes rep¬ 
orted in Stourbridge and 
Halesowen last month to a 
record low, claim police. 

Officers said the washout 
helped to reduce the number 
of assaults, burglaries and 
other incidents during the 
month. 

In Halesowen there were 
153 reported crimes, com¬ 
pared with 181 last year and 
194 in 2010. 

In Stourbridge, there were 
262 reported crimes, com¬ 
pared with 290 in 2011 and 
441 in 2010. 

The new inspector for the 
Stourbridge and Halesowen 
sector, Dez Lambert, said the 
poor weather had played a 
major part in the numbers. 

He said: “While I would 
say the reduction is down to 
our officers’ work and help to 
the community, I can’t deny 
the weather has been a 
factor. We find during wet 
months such as January that 
people are less likely to be out 
and about causing trouble in 
neighbourhoods. We like the 
rain here.” 

Insp Lambert said crime 
had reduced dramatically 
over the past 10 years. He put 
the drop down to the police’s 
working with partner agen¬ 
cies and the force’s ever- 
changing structure.

Brick industry is finding it 
harder to build for future 



There were once 25 brick works in Dudley. Soon 
there will be only one. Its boss ALEX PATRICK- 
SMITH explains why the tradition is disappearing 

Stourbridge Brick Works will close in August 
which means Dreadnought Tiles and Ketley 
Brick, will be the last remaining volume brick 
or tile works in the Dudley borough. 

Times are difficult in the heavy clay industry. There are many 
reasons for this. The most obvious is the low levels of demand 
for building materials across the country. 

But there is also the cumulative burden of energy taxes, 
which disproportionately affect energy intensive businesses, the 
volatility in wholesale energy prices and insufficient local 
support for heavy industry in some quarters. 

Housing construction levels are running at half the levels 
seen at their peak in 2007, while the demand for housing is still 
projected by the Government to be at 220,000 units per year 
across the country, leaving a large shortfall and reducing afford¬ 
ability. The main brake on house building is the availability of 
affordable mortgage finance. 

Renewable 

Heavy industry has borne a large part of the burden to reduce 
carbon emissions. Carbon taxes are applied to electricity to sub¬ 
sidise renewable energy sources and to gas in the form of carbon 
allowance, which reduces every year. Carbon credits need to be 
bought to supplement shortfalls. 

For brick and tile-makers there is no alternative to firing 
products with gas. The effect of these carbon taxes in a world 
where they are not applied universally is simple - production 
and jobs are being lost at home and relocated overseas. 

That means products that were once made on our doorstep 
are now being imported. Ironically, that means extra carbon 
emissions because of the fuel needed to transport them from 
abroad. 

A much better way forward would be to tax carbon consump¬ 
tion rather than emission, as this would then cover all relevant 
products used in this country rather than those made in this 
country By 2020 it is projected that more than half the cost of 
energy for manufacturing will be made up of taxes. 

In Dudley, which at one point had 25 brick works, we have wit¬ 
nessed a pattern of closures. The latest is the recent announce¬ 
ment of the closure of the Ibstock Stourbridge Works in August, 
owned by the Irish multinational CRH. 


In 2009 the Baggeridge Sedgley Works closed following a 
takeover by the Austrian company Wienerberger. Himley, again 
owned by Ibstock, closed around 10 years ago. 

In all three cases production at these works is being fulfilled 
by factories outside the borough. Contrast this with our family 
business operating on a single site in Pensnett, where all the 
company’s assets have been committed to the borough since 
1805, when production first started on the same site. 

Overseas 

We have invested heavily over the past five years to develop a 
range of new brick and tile products and developed overseas 
markets, which has enabled us to maintain our levels of employ¬ 
ment while the brick industry has dwindled around us. It is not 
an option for us to relocate elsewhere. 

Our loyal workforce lives locally. Our capital is committed to 
this site and our quarry where we source our clay is just down 
the road. We have no choice but to make the business work 
where it is. 

The Ketley Quarry near Kingswinford, which has been the 
subject of vocal protests recently, predates all the houses around 
it. Many restrictions have been imposed on the operation of the 


site, which has significantly increased the cost of operating the 
quarry. Without the quarry and the type of clay found in this 
area our business has no future. Undoubtedly compromise is 
required on all sides because we can’t change the reality of the 
situation. We have received supportive comments recently by 
Labour and Green party councillors. 

However, we have been really struck by the lack of vocal 
public support by our local Conservative councillors for a busi¬ 
ness that has helped shape the area over the last 200 years. 

Heavy industry needs the active public support of local politi¬ 
cians. Without this, a mindset can become established that sees 
heavy industry as a nuisance, leading to planning permissions 
becoming harder to obtain in the face of local opposition driven 
by self interest. Every brick works that closes in the Black 
Country results in production shifting elsewhere, with the loss 
of jobs and the multiplier effect for the rest of the local economy. 

A bias toward local sourcing would be in everybody’s interest 
and establishing a culture that supports local manufacturers is 
key. Local support for industry has never been more important. 
Without it the Black Country’s proud industrial heritage will 
continue to be in decline.

All to restore the pool to 
make it more attractive to 
wildlife. 

The heart-shaped pool is 
part of the landscaping at 
the site, off Mucklow Hill, 
designed by 18th century 
poet William Shenstone. 

It had become silted up 
and the council has now 
dredged it and repaired 
the leaks.

Bell ringers hoping to 
a-peal to new recruits 


FOR more than 300 years parishioners have 
sent the evocative sound of church bells 
echoing across a Black Country town. 

Although the current crop of volunteers show no signs of 
slowing down, they are now looking for new recruits to help 
keep up the tradition for generations to come. The team of 


bell ringers at St John the 
Baptist Church, Halesowen, 
have appeared on BBC2 doc¬ 
umentary series The Great 
British - People’s History in 
recent weeks. 

Recently, the church’s 
doors were opened to 
anyone interested in taking 
up the practice and joining 
the lively social group. 

Ten people were taught 
new skills and the ringers 
hope they will be seen again 
at future sessions. 

Among them were Ian 
Jeavons, aged 67, of 
Hasbury, Halesowen, who 
said he was inspired to take 
part after hearing the bells 
from his garden. 

The former wage office 
manager at British Steel 
said: “It’s not as easy as it 
looks but I have really 
enjoyed it. On a clear 
evening the bells are a beau¬ 
tiful sound. 

“I have lived in Hale¬ 
sowen all my life but I have 
never done anything like 
this before.” 

About 16 bell ringers 
gather in the church’s tower 
every Tuesday night to prac¬ 
tice. They herald the start of 
the Sunday morning service

each week, as well as playing 
at weddings and funerals. 

They have won regional 
contests and are the reign¬ 
ing Worcestershire and Dis¬ 
trict champions. 

The peals they create are 
known as English Change 
Ringing. The lightest treble 
bell rings first followed by 
the others in quick succes¬ 
sion until the heaviest tenor 
bell, which weighs 0.8 
tonnes, makes a sound. 

The cycle is then 
repeated, which is called 
ringing the rounds.

The church is now looking 
to the future by taking part 
in a simultaneous national 
ringing of bells to mark the 
start of the Olympics on 
July 27 at 8am. It can take 
up to a year for someone to 
become skilled enough to 
take part in events and 
learn to follow the complex 
charts and instructions.

Leaf it to the experts when 
stripping an ivy-clad house 


A BLANKET of ivy left to creep over an eyesore house is being 
removed by its new owner, to the delight of neighbours sick of the 
sight of it. Neighbour Molly Boland contacted her local council just 
over a year ago, and asked them to encourage the owner of Old Hill 
House, Cradley Heath, to sell the property. 


The 78-year-old said: “I thought I would 
phone them to see if they could do some¬ 
thing about it. 

“It took a while but I was delighted when 
they finally put it up for auction.” 

Mrs Boland said in the 10 years it had 
stood empty ivy had slowly crept up the 
walls covering windows, walls and the roof. 

“The garden had become wild, and the 
grass had grown to over five feet. 

She said: “It was just horrible, and a real 
eyesore.” The house was auctioned and 
sold for £116,000. 

“The new owner, who did not want to be 
named said he plans to renovate the house 
and turn it back into a family home. He 
has cleared out the inside and employed 
specialist company Shirley Ivy Stripping, 
from Solihull to remove the foliage. 

Company boss David Sidwell said: “This 
is the biggest job we have ever done, and 
will take around a week to complete. 

“We will pull off all the ivy from the 
walls, and they we will have to work on the 
roof. That will be more difficult because I 
should think it will have gone under the 
tiles.” 

Mr Sidwell will then use his “secret 
method” of removing all the tendrils from 
the wall, and cleaning the bricks. 

Until this is done, the owner will not 
know the extent of any brick work damage. 

Edith Robinson, aged 71, who has lived 
in Sherbourne Road for 34 years said she 
remembered the house as once a busy 
family home. She said: “It was a lovely 
house, and I remember the owner doing it 
up. But unfortunately her health deterio-

rated and she had to move out, that’s 
when it was just left. 

“It became horrible, and it’s at the 
entrance to the road so you can’t miss it. 
This is such a friendly road so everyone 
has been talking about it.” 

Ann Shaw, aged 74, who has lives on the 
road with her husband said: “I am 
delighted that it is finally going to be 
worked on, and sorted. It will just make a 
real difference to the road.” 

Mother-of-two Laura Hays, aged 29, 
said: “I am just looking forward to see the 
work unfold, and see it being trans¬ 
formed.

“It will make such a difference.” 

Mother-of-one Brigid Duffy, a solicitor 
who has lived opposite for 15 years, said 
the former owner had previously kept a 
rein on the plant.

Then it just grew and grew and 
grew. It got to the point where you 
couldn’t actually see the house any more.

Dan's Iwkwent through

A MAN who was flung through the 
sunroof of a car as it hurtled into 
a garden in Dudley has spoken of 
the “surreal” crash. 

Double-glazing salesman Dan Page, aged 
31, said he could not believe he was still 
walking after the crash. 

He was flipped out of the car as his old 
school friend Kylee Weston, aged 30, lost 
control of her Peugeot 406 as she drove the 
two of them home after a night at the bingo. 

“It was just a freak of physics that I came 
out of the top and survived,” said Mr Page, 
of Sedgley. 

The pair had recently met up again after 
10 years and went out for an evening in 
Coseley. But on the way home at about 
10.30pm, their date was cut short when Ms 
Weston took a corner too sharply and rolled 
her car through a garden wall in Brook 
Street, Woodsetton - sending Mr Page flying 
out of the sunroof. 

The incredible crash was captured on 
CCTV showing Mr Page being catapulted 6ft 
into the air and landing face down - before, 
amazingly, walking back to the car. Both 
escaped with just minor cuts and bruises. 

Mr Page said: “It’s all a surreal blur. The 
sunroof wasn’t even open at the time, it 
must have smashed on the first roll. 

“My luck had not been in for most of the 
night at the bingo hall - but it certainly was 
at the end of the night. I can’t believe I’m 
still walking.” 

Mother-of-two Ms Weston added: “When I 
watched the footage back I just burst into 
tears. I was inches away of rolling the car on 
top of Dan.”

Scrap metal merchant's 
vehicles taken off road 


A SCRAP metal dealership in 
Dudley has been ordered to tem¬ 
porarily downsize its operations 
after it was found using vehicles 
unfit for the road. 

R Davies Metals and Sons Ltd, Smithy 
Lane, Pensnett, was also found to be using 
drivers who were not taking the required 
breaks a traffic commissioner hearing 
heard. 

Deputy traffic commissioner Tony 
Seculer described the company failings as 
significant and serious and ordered the firm 
to downsize from seven vehicles to five for 
one month. 

He also laid down conditions on the 
company’s licence which will mean it must 
report regularly to the Vehicle and Operator 
Services Agency. 

The decision comes a month after driver 
Mark Shore, 42, died in an industrial acci¬ 
dent at the firm’s recycling yard. The inci¬ 
dent, which is unrelated to the hearing, is 
being investigated by The Health and Safety 
Executive. 

Speaking at the hearing last week, 
company senior director Renney Davies 
admitted failing to adequately check on the 
maintenance of vehicles, as well as the train¬ 
ing of staff. He said: “I accept that I took my 
eye off the ball. 

The hearing first heard evidence from 
Vehicle and Operator Services Agency 
vehicle examiner Neil Lloyd-Bowen. 

He said during an unannounced visit to 
the company’s yard in Smithy Lane on 
December 17, he found two out of five vehi¬ 
cles inspected with defects.

The meadows that 
became 'Humpshire' 


WILLENHALL, between 
Walsall and Wolverhampton, 
was originally called ‘Willen- 
halch’, Anglo-Saxon for ‘the 
meadowland of Willan’. 

First mentioned in the 700s, when 
King Ethelbald of Mercia signed a 
treaty there, William the Conqueror’s 
Domesday Book (1086) records it as 
‘Willenhala’. 

In the Middle Ages, Willenhall was a 
small agricultural village with a chapel 
within the parish of Wolverhampton. But 
from 1840, Willenhall had its own parish 
church, St Giles, and the present day 
building dates from 1867. 

Willenhall’s population grew to around 
300 by 1666, but in the 1700s it expanded 
dramatically with the Industrial Revolu¬ 
tion. The now industrial town centred 
around Market Place and Stafford Street, 
comprising many tiny streets crammed 
with houses, workshops and pubs. 

A thriving mining community grew up 
around Lane Head and Sandbeds, and 
Portobello became known for brickmak-

ing. Coal mining was important in the 
Willenhall area early on but declined after 
the 1800s when the mines became flooded 
following a strike. 

Willenhall became world-famous as a 
centre for lock making, which in Eliza¬ 
bethan times had begun developing in 
Willenhall, Wolverhampton and Bilston, 
and by the mid-1800s this trade was 
mainly centred in Willenhall. 

Workshops 

In 1855 there were 340 local lock 
makers, working entirely by hand, mostly 
in small workshops. 

Young apprentice lock filers worked 
bent over, developing hump backs, which 
gave Willenhall the nickname of ‘Hump¬ 
shire’. Noted Willenhall lockmakers 
included Yale & Towne, Josiah Parkes & 
Sons and John Harper & Co. 

In 1849 poor housing and sanitation led 
to a cholera epidemic; 292 people died, 
shocking the town into improving condi¬ 
tions, and in 1854 Willenhall Local Board 


of Health, forerunner of Willenhall 
Urban District Council (1894), was 
formed. 

Reflecting local civic pride, several 
municipal buildings were erected, includ¬ 
ing the Town Hall and Library in 
Clemson Street in 1866, and in 1922 a 
Memorial Park was opened, honouring 
those killed in the Great War. 

Willenhall’s best-known monument is 
however its ornate and imposing Memo¬ 
rial Clock in Market Place, commemorat¬ 
ing Dr Tonks, a highly respected and 
revered Victorian physician. 

Willenhall became part of Walsall 
borough in 1966, but remains independ¬ 
ent-minded with a strong identity and a 
great sense of heritage.

Family's devastation over death 


THE FATHER of pub landlord David 
Golding who died after being hit by a 
car paid tribute to his “wonderful” son 
who he described said was one of a 
kind. 

The 31-year-old who ran The Old 
Peacock Inn, in Horsefair, Kiddermin¬ 
ster, was alone when he was struck by 
a car on the A456, in Bewdley, after 
leaving a wedding reception at Whar¬ 
ton Park Golf Club on Saturday night.

George’s Terrace, Kidderminster, with 
his partner Claire Freeman, aged 29, 


and their son eight-year-old, Jay. 

His father Mel, aged 62, who lives in 
a flat at the pub, said: “He was every¬ 
thing a father wants his son to be, he 
was wonderful. He was an extrovert 
character, he could be loud, shy, care¬ 
free, hard-working. Whatever mood he 
was in, everyone loved him. 

“We’re all devastated he has gone, 
he leaves a massive gap in the family, 
and community, and it will take along 
time for us to all get over what has 
happened.” 

Mr Golding was born and raised in 


Kidderminster. He attended King 
Charles School in the town before 
leaving to help his father at the pub. 

His father said: “Everybody in the 
town knew him, he was so well-liked 
and had many, many friends. 

“Since his death I have been over¬ 
whelmed by the support from the com¬ 
munity. 

“We are all so shocked by his death.” 

Mr Golding’s mother, Julie Astrid 
Golding, aged 52, and his brother 
Dean and sister Debbie have also been 
left devastated.

Proposals 
over sugar 
site handed 
green light 

PLANS for a major regener¬ 
ation project in Kiddermin¬ 
ster which will include up to 
250 new homes, shops and 
business premises have 
been approved. 

The outline proposal for 
the site of the former 
British Sugar factory will 
eventually create 400 jobs. 
Wyre Forest District Coun¬ 
cil’s planning committee 
unanimously backed the 
plan. 

The proposal, put for¬ 
ward by the St Francis 
Group, is for the new 
homes, a hotel, railway sta¬ 
tion, business units, restau¬ 
rant and care home on the 
Stourport Road site. 

It would replace disused 
land last used for industrial 
purposes in 2002. 

The scheme has already 
had support from the gov¬ 
ernment, which has alloc- 
taed £2.5million toward a 
link road at the 67-acre site. 

Councillor Marcus Hart, 
who welcomed the plan, 
said: “Residents have been 
asking for a long time what 
we are going to do about 
this site, well this could be 
the answer. 

“This is at the heart of 
our town’s regeneration. 
There are things in the 
application which are not 
quite perfect, but overall I 
am delighted to support it.” 

Support was given from 
every councillor, although 
there was some concern 
about the number of afford¬ 
able homes proposed. 


to Sandwell Council and bor¬ 
ough planners will make a 
decision at a later date. 

School horticulturalist 
Mrs Anne Bartlett, who is 
behind the proposals, said it 
took almost three years to 
secure funding for the proj¬ 
ect, which has come from 
the Big Lottery Fund Reach¬ 
ing Communities pro¬ 
gramme. 

The £102,000 grant, 
which is being delivered over 
four years, will be spent on 
the eco project in a 382 
squre feet disused area of 
the Windsor Road site’s 
school field. 

Wildlife 

It will include poly tun¬ 
nels as well as a portable 
cabin and compost toilets to 
encourage pupils to learn 
more about growing their 
own goods and the wildlife 
around them. 

Two new part-time posi¬ 
tions will be created if the 
project is backed by plan¬ 
ning chiefs. 

Mrs Bartlett said: “It is a 
community allotment proj¬ 
ect and wildlife area. There 
will be short courses for peo¬ 
ple to come and join in. We 
want schools to be able to 
come in and use the facili¬ 
ties, we want the community 
who can either have their 
own allotment or they can 
come and join in the commu¬ 
nity allotment area.”

Plans for travellers site thrown out 


A PROPOSAL for a traveller site with 
15 caravan pitches in Stourport has 
been thrown out. 

Wyre Forest District Council turned 
down the application for land in Tim¬ 
ber Lane. 

Last week the councillors said they 
feared for road safety in a nearby hous¬ 
ing estate if the traveller site got the 
go-ahead. They also said the low-level 
land could cause a flooding risk for 
people who moved there. Their con¬ 


cerns came following an officer’s 
report recommending refusal. 

More than 400 objections have also 
been submitted from nearby residents. 

One resident, John McMillan, told 
councillors at the meeting the traveller 
site would be a “in your face develop¬ 
ment”. He said: “Putting a gypsy site 
there will blight this area and will be 
completely out of character compared 
to the surrounding area. I also think it 
would create traffic problems through 


nearby estates as people go to and from 
the site.” The land in Timber Lane was 
mainly used for horticulture in the 
past, although some caravans have 
been pitched there before and there is 
a disused outbuilding on the site. 

Councillor Cliff Brewer said: “The 
site does not lend itself for this type of 
occupation.” Councillors also criticised 
the applicants for not putting forward 
the plan when the council was compil¬ 
ing a list of possible traveller sites.

SVR steams on in spite 
of washed out summer 


THE severe weather conditions 
have failed to dampen visitors’ 
enthusiasm for the Severn Valley 
Railway, with the attraction wel¬ 
coming almost 1,500 more than 
expected. 

The 16-mile heritage line had expected to 
carry 68,900 passengers by the end of last 
month. 

But the rain has failed to deter families, 
and figures show 70,387 people have 
boarded trains since the start of the year. 

The figures compare almost exactly with 
those for the same period last year, even 
though the railway had expected a fall in 
numbers as people cut back on spending. 

General manager Nick Ralls said: “We 
didn’t particularly set out to market the 
Severn Valley Railway as an all-weather 
attraction, but from the figures, it certainly 
looks as though a lot of people are now 
seeing us in that light, and recognising they 
can have a thoroughly enjoyable day out on 
the railway while still staying warm and dry. 

“A steam train allows you to cheat the bad 
weather every time - it’s the best umbrella 
you could possibly have - but since we 
opened the Engine House Visitor Centre at 
Highley in 2008 we’ve been able to offer vis¬ 
itors a really worthwhile indoor attraction 
too. 

“In conditions like those we’ve seen over 
the last five or six weeks, the combination of 
the two has worked really well for us.” 

The line runs between Kidderminster and 
Bridgnorth.

Father pledges to continue 
artist legacy of tragic Mark 



Oliver Speight: “Mark was so loved by children and parents” Presenter Mark Speight 


Oliver Speight tells BEN 
BENTLEY why he is dedicat¬ 
ing his life to the memory of his 
TV presenter son Mark 


THE feeling of loss, as Mark 
Speight’s father Oliver puts it, is 
“in perpetuity”. 

Wolverhampton-born children’s televi¬ 
sion star and artist Mark took his own life in 
2008, but, determined to fund a project to 
continue his work of taking art into commu¬ 
nities, Oliver Speight sold his house and now 
lives in a hotel. 

Today, reflecting upon the moment a 
police officer knocked on his door to break 
the news of his son’s death, Oliver, aged 74, 
says: “It was his time, as I look back at it 
now. But the loss you never, ever get over. 

“It’s an unrecoverable loss.” 

“But the thing I remember when I was 
first told about what happened was the 
sense of fun in Mark, because in the wake of 
his death we had 26,000 emails and 95,000 
hits on YouTube, and that told you that he 
was so loved by children and parents. 

“And it took Mark’s death to understand 
why I was living and what my function in life 
was. Because he handed me a baton. He said 
! my energy is gone now, you carry on’.” 

Mark, who grew up in Tettenhall, had the 
world at his feet as the host of BBC chil¬ 
dren’s art programme SMart. 

But his world fell apart when his fiancee, 
fellow presenter Natasha Collins, died sud¬ 
denly after taking cocaine. 

Mark, aged 42, was subsequently 
arrested, but after being released without 
charge, he disappeared and was found 
hanged near Paddington Station in London 


in January 2008. Two suicide notes were 
discovered a few days later, describing how 
he could no longer live without Natasha. 

Love and affection for Mark was no more 
apparent than at his funeral at St Michael 
and All Angels Church in Tettenhall, when 
hundreds of relatives, friends and col¬ 
leagues turned out to pay their respects. 

And it was here, as Oliver read the eulogy 
in which he described his son as “a Pied 
Piper who took children on a magical 
mystery tour of art”, that it came to him just 
how he would pick up his lad’s baton. 


Tragedy struck the family again the same 
year, when Mark’s grieving mother Jacqui 
died at her home in Mill Lane, Tettenhall 
Wood, in September 2008, aged 62. 

But despite their devastation, Oliver and 
the family continued their pledge to the 
artist. In memory of “the real Mark” he 
would set up Speight of the Art Foundation, 
an inspirational project that aims to seek 
out future artistic skills and talent in chil¬ 
dren aged between four and 18, and also to 
engage young people in art as a means of self 
expression and community development. 


Passion, determination, commitment, joy 
and future vision are words Oliver uses in 
describing Speight of the Art, but during a 
chat in a hotel lobby in Telford it quickly 
becomes clear that these terms perfectly 
apply to the inspirational figure before me. 

Oliver’s commitment to the cause is 
beyond doubt. Selling your house in France 
to live in a hotel tells you that much. 

He has family down the road in Coalport, 
and says his hotel provides an ideal base 
from which to travel the country and bring 
a variety of arts projects to children, many 
of them disadvantaged. 

“I thought, let’s continue this artistic and 
creative journey that Mark had started,” 
says Oliver, who is sure his son would 
approve of Speight of the Art. 

“I think he would be proud, because the 
work he wanted to do in society is now being 
done. We funded this mostly ourselves and I 
have to be careful that we now get sponsor¬ 
ship to take it to the next level, but 9,472 
children have so far benefited.” 

External funding is now vital for the con¬ 
tinuation of the work Oliver has started. 

A recent joint venture with the NHS 
Mental Health Trust for South Stafford¬ 
shire and Shropshire saw workshops con¬ 
ducted. An event at the M6 services at 
Stafford involved 200 children and was sup¬ 
ported by 20,000 members of the public. 

In September, Speight of the Art will 
engage in a venture with Wolverhampton 
Art Gallery, under the banner ‘Bringing 
Mark home’. 

A property businessman by profession, 
Oliver says: “Speight of the Art has changed 
my life. It has made me realise that time is 
of the essence and if I am going to do things 
I’ve got to get on with this.”

Tourism 
growth 
to boost 
economy 

TOURISM officers expect 
the number of visitors to 
South Staffordshireto 
increase by 100,000 by 2016, 
raking in millions of pounds.

Waltz off to Vienna 
for art lovers' treat 


Opulence, decadence, culture as well 
as the best cakes in the world - Vienna 
is the traveller’s hot ticket for 2012. 

Glimmering galleries and museums 
stand on almost every corner, and 
coffee-house aromas of ground beans, 
hot chocolate and honeyed pastries gild 
the air. 

For the third year running, Vienna 
has been voted the ‘most liveable’ city 
in the world - meaning the health, 
wealth, leisure and day-to-day needs of 
its fold are met at an enviably high 
level. This can only be good news for 
the tourist whose stresses and cares 
can be eased by a dip into this well- 
oiled playground of a capital, where 
comfort, transport, entertainment and 
Wiener Schnitzel reign. 

Fascination 

But while today’s Vienna is remark¬ 
able, it is the Vienna of the early 1900s 
that holds such a fascination for visi¬ 
tors who want to immerse themselves 
in the beauty of a bygone era - and the 
city is ready to share its success. 

This year is the 150th anniversary of 
the birth of artist Gustav Klimt, the 
turn-of-the-century genius whose 
painting The Kiss is one of the most 
easily recognisable and revered images 
in the world. 

Vienna has pulled out all the stops to 
celebrate. This year there are more 
works by Klimt on show than ever 
before through eight special exhibi¬ 
tions and these are in addition to the 
wealth of his art which is incorporated 
into the city’s buildings. 

Art fans with little time should head 
straight for the Lower Belvedere 
palace which is home not only to the 
largest collection of Gustav Klimts but 
The Kiss, said to epitomise the spirit of 
change that heralded the modernist 
era. It is worth the scrum to savour this 


vision and to eavesdrop on fellow 
viewers happy to exchange conflicting 
views on what the painting means. Dis¬ 
cussion still rages on about the identity 
of the two lovers in the painting and 
whether their embrace is being shared 
or endured. 

Other must-sees are The Secession 
building - which houses the Beethoven 
Frieze; the Kunsthistorisches Museum 
which has Klimt’s work on the stair¬ 
way, the ceiling paintings of the 
Burgtheater; the Wein Museum which 
has the largest collection of his draw¬ 
ings and my favourite, the Leopold 
Museum, which is running Klimt: Up 
Close and Personal until August 27. 

Here his masterpieces are exhibited 
alongside photos of the man himself 
together with postcards and letters 
written by him to his muse Emilie 
Floge over 20 years. I was lucky enough 
to be there on its opening night, and 
the buzz as the artist’s life was laid 
bare was a genuine thrill to experience. 
Even those with little or no knowledge 
of art will soon find themselves, as I 
did, caught up in the whole saga of

Klimt and his friends. In 1910 they 
were pioneers in the world of litera¬ 
ture, visual art, architecture and music 
and were at the helm of a Vienna that 
had a population of two million and 
was the world’s fifth largest city. Their 
legacy is all around. The city is one of 
the most important cultural centres in 
the world with architecture, painting, 
poetry and music in abundance. 

It is home to the Vienna Boys’ Choir, 
which was founded in 1498. Reserva¬ 
tions can be made to hear them sing on 
Sunday mornings in the Palace chapel. 

And forward-thinkers should also 
buy tickets for the renowned Vienna 
State Opera, which never has the same 
performance two nights running. 

Sumptuous 

I enjoyed the most sumptuous pro¬ 
duction of Carmen, and was almost as 
spellbound by the majestic staircases, 
high-ceilings and ornamentation as I 
was enthralled by Bizet’s tragic tale. 

For lovers of fresh air, half of the 
city’s total area is made up of gardens, 
parks, and woods. Rests in between are 
easy with 800 coffee houses dotted 
throughout the city. 

Food is rich and fulsome - hearty 
soups, stews, meatballs, herrings and 
goulash washed down with local beer 
and wines. 

Visitors inspired by what they find 
can visit the many markets and take 
home their own taste of Vienna. I did. 
No pastries or sausage for me though, 
but a small jug emblazoned with a 
print of The Kiss - a reminder of a trip 
which brought art, a city and a whole 
era to life.

COUNCILS across the region 
face a pensions blackhole as the 
number of people contributing to 
schemes plummets and those 
drawing from them climbs. 

A probe by the TaxPayers’ Alliance has 
found councils across the country are strug¬ 
gling to balance the books when it comes to 
pensions schemes because they are employ¬ 
ing fewer staff. Mark Crutchley, from the 
West Midlands Pensions Fund, said: “It’s 
not uncommon for a local authority pension 
scheme to be paying out more than it is 
receiving. 

“We know that councils across the 
country are downsizing so obviously that 
means fewer people are contributing. 
However, because we hold investments and 
we have income from those investments, 
that can be used to top up any difference.” 

Currently, he said, the West Midlands 
Pensions Fund holds £8.6 billion in assets 
which it can use to offset any variation 
between payouts and contributions. 

In Dudley, 40 fewer people contributed 
towards the council’s pension scheme from 
five years ago, but 932 more were claiming. 

In Sandwell, 51 fewer people paid towards 
the scheme but 204 more were claiming. 
Meanwhile in Staffordshire, 806 fewer 
people paid towards the scheme but 2,627 
more were claiming. 

Director of the TaxPayers’ Alliance 
Matthew Sinclair urged the Government to 
ensure workers pay more into the schemes. 


Block of flats approved

London is on track 
for a fantastic event 


I f the comedian Bill Bailey is to be believed, the 
Olympics opening ceremony is going to be the 
most excruciating cringe-fest in our history. He 
foresees an “inflatable Churchill bobbing down the 
Thames” and a “huge animatronic Yorkshire 
pudding” in the middle of Wembley Stadium. And 
that’s before the ribbon-cutting Boris Johnson is 
allowed access to scissors. 

Go on, admit it, you wouldn’t be surprised if those 
things were actually involved, would you? After all, 
we have no real idea what to expect when the eyes 
of the world turn upon us. All we can hope is that it 
isn’t like our childhood backyard firework displays, 
when we got all worked up and excited, only for the 
rock to go “pfft” and then go out. 

But let’s not be cynical or pessimistic. Let’s get 
enthusiastic. This could be the greatest show on 
earth, and given that Oscar-winner Danny Boyle is 
behind the whole thing, it will at least be ambitious 
and grand in scope. 

All we really know is that his vision will be unlike 
anything we’ve ever seen before. For a start, the 
Olympic Stadium will be transformed into the “British 
countryside’.’A cast of 10,000 volunteers will help 
recreate country scenes, against a backdrop 
featuring farmyard animals and landmarks. 

And the opening scene of the £27m ceremony will 
be called “Green and Pleasant” according to Boyle. 
He added the show would create “a picture of 
ourselves as a nation.” 


“The best way to tell that story is through working 
with real people,” said Boyle, who has even reserved 
a role for NHS nurses in proceedings. 

The set will feature meadows, fields and rivers, with 
families taking picnics, people playing sports on the 
village green and farmers tilling the soil. 

Real farmyard animals will be grazing in the 
“countryside” with a menagerie of 70 sheep, 12 
horses, three cows, two goats, 10 chickens, 10 
ducks, nine geese and three sheepdogs. 

One billion people worldwide are expected to watch 
the opening ceremony. 

The world’s largest “harmonically-tuned” bell, 
weighing 23 tonnes and measuring 2m tall x 3m 
wide, will ring inside the Stadium to start the 
Shakespeare-inspired spectacle, featuring 900 
children from the six Games host boroughs. 

We also know that the panorama also includes two 
mosh-pits, representing the Glastonbury festival and 
the Last Night of the Proms, while the music - if 
recent reports are to be believed - is an eclectic 
selection ranging from the Beatles to the Monty 
Python theme tune. Yep, there’s that cringe factor 
rearing its head again! 

The performance is followed by the athletes’ parade, 
in which more than 200 countries are represented. 
Then the Queen will carry out the official opening, 
before the arrival of the Olympic flame, when the 
identity of the final torchbearer will be revealed.

Compact SUV has versatility that is hard to ignore^ 


NOW IN its third generation, Mit¬ 
subishi’s Outlander has gradually 
evolved from left-field alternative to 
a compact SUV to something with 
the potential to give the current crop 
of affordable mid-size sports utility 
vehicles something to worry about.

NEW Albion boss Steve Clarke is 
starting to put his own stamp on 
the squad he inherited from Roy 
Hodgson. 

As his players go about their 
training duties on the pre-season 
tour of Sweden, they are learning 
more about the vision Hodgson’s 
successor has for building on the 
former gaffer’s impressive ground¬ 
work. 

And one of Clarke’s staff 
members believes the squad will 
have noticed subtle changes 
already, a week-and-a-half after 
linking up with the new head 
coach, and saw how he favours a 


football-based approach as 
opposed to the traditional pre¬ 
season running sessions. 

“He has put his own stamp on 
things and tweaked them, but he 
was happy with what was in place 
already,” revealed Matt Green, the 
fitness coach charged with knock¬ 
ing Clarke’s men into shape. 

“He definitely leans towards 
football-based sessions, whether 
it’s him delivering football ses¬ 
sions that are tailored to help 
fitness, or me doing running- 
related conditioning work that 
involve the ball. 

“He is keen for the balls to be

used. It is a multi-factor approach, 
so they don’t just become better 
athletes and improve physically - 
there is always a football involved 
in there so they are improving as 
footballers. 

“The main thing that has 
jumped out is that a lot of the work 
that’s been delivered is high- 
tempo, short and sharp work in 
small areas. 

“There is quite a lot of emphasis 
on keeping the ball in small areas 
and that means a lot of accelera¬ 


tions and decelerations at high- 
intensity. 

“That is a bit different to a lot of 
the work that we saw under the old 
manager.” 

One obvious effect of Clarke’s 
adjustments has already been felt 
by his players, who were working 
overtime during the opening week 
of their pre-season programme, 
carried out at the training ground 
near Walsall last week. 

A regular 10am session was fol¬ 
lowed by a lengthy siesta in a 
nearby hotel, followed by a second 
stint on the training field at 5pm.

But replicating the ‘tour’ sched¬ 
ule at home is a new development 
and a Clarke initiative. 

“The hotel is the manager’s 
idea,” confirmed Green. 

“A lot of clubs up and down the 
country are doing double-sessions, 
and if you’re going to deliver them 
it should be in the form that we’re 
doing it with a big gap in between 
and plenty of recoveryto make sure 
in the second session you get the 
players starting fresh so you get 
the same sort of quality.”

ALBION are offering cut- 
roce Premier League action 
this season. 

The Baggies have cut 
matchday admission prices 
for next season with 11 of 
their top flight games costing 
£25 for adults. 

Admission to the ‘category 
B’ matches against Everton, 
Reading, QPR, Southamp¬ 
ton, Stoke, West Ham, 
Norwich, Fulham, Sunder¬ 
land, Swansea and Wigan 
will cost £25 compared to just 
six games at that rate last 
season. 

Adults will pay £39 to see 
the ‘category A’ home games 
against Liverpool, Manches¬ 
ter City, Chelsea, Villa, Tot¬ 
tenham, Arsenal, Newcastle 
and Manchester United. 

Last season the Baggies 
priced three games at £42, six 
at £40 and four at £29 but 
they have opted for just two 
price categories this term.
